DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art discloses a wave energy converter having a shell with a piston and responsive 
to waves in the body of water for producing relative motion, a converter and a 
generator. However, the prior art fails to show, in combination with the invention 
means coupling a load to the output of the electric generator and the load having an 
impedance whose value is a function of the period of the waves and of the mass of 
the water in the shell and the electric power produced at the output of the electric 
generator is a function of the length of the shell and the depth of the body of water 
in which the wave energy converter is placed and the length of the shell increases 
from zero to a value equal to the depth and the electric power produced at the 
output of the generator increases to a maximum value and then decreases and 
wherein the length of the shell may be selected to produce at least a predetermined 
power output for certain conditions of the waves.
